From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Dec. 21,— The shipwrecked 
crew of the steamer Alpha arrived lu 
Vancouver today on the steamer Joan. 
They were in a destitute condition and 
were still suffering from the effects of 
llieir terrible experience. 

Thus. Moon, one of the wrecked crew, 
who is trumping it around the world 
without money that lie might write Q 
huok of his experiences, gave the follow- 
ing additional particulars of the catas- 
trophe: It was dark; the wind was blow- 
ing a hurricane; the rain was ilying in 
slinging sheets. At 0:10 Captain York, 
acting upon what seemed like a present- 
ment, ordered all hands in the engine 
room to stand by. At 0:oO the Japanese 
lookout reported light ahead, starboard 
bow. 

Otllcer Wilkinson and two others were 
on the bridge and two quartermasters 
were at the wheel. The- Jnunuese again 
shouted it's a lighthouse. Then Captain 
York seemed to get rattled at the thought 
ol" imminent danger, and shouted hard tti 
starboard, then immediately hard to port 
and gave several confusing orders. 
Whether this was the cause or the boat, 
piliug on the rocks or whether the boat 
refused to answer her helm, I could not 
swear. At last the command came to 
reverse the engines, but it was too late. 
She struck with terrific force, and every- 
one made a wild rush, for the deck. 
Among the Japs intense excitement pre- 
vailed. Tito whites were mostly cool. 
The force ol" the sea was terrific aud broke 
clear over the stranded ship, which was 
bow on. Suddenly a quartermaster nam- 
ed Anderson shouted for the string of thu 
caving Hue. With thi3 tied over his shoul- 
d^j lie asked to be lowered over the star- 
board how. This was done; he hung to 
the tluke of the anchor a minute, then 
leapt into the darkness. Immediately a 
huge wave rolled over where he had dis- 
appeared and all thought him drowneu. 
Then a faint cry was heard. It was An- 
derson, who had made the rocks above 
and was tugging at the line. lie got i» 
across and held it taut. The lirst to go 
over it was Ernest Gough, late editor of 
the Alaskan Miner. The line was then 
given a half turn around a pyramid of 
rock. Anderson and Gough held the line 
tor two hours, when Anderson was re 
lieved. Thus by Audeisbn's brave act 
20 lives were saved. The ship was grad- 
ually swinging her stern around and sink- 
ing, and it became more and more peril- 
ous to cross. 

The men were dashed about terrifically 
as they hung to the line and .slowly made 
their way to the rocks. When 20 had 
passed they urged the nine men still 
clinging to the rigging to cross on the life, 
line. But tliose on board seemed afraid 
to risk it. Mr. Sam Barber started to go 
across, went a short distance and then 
turned back. The. 20 . men spent tho 
night in the lighthouse. In the morning 
nothing but the smokestack and masts of, 
the ship were above water. 

On the following day at 1 in the after- 
noon, Hornby Island was reached, and 
the Ford brothers living there loaned 
their yacht to the shipwrecked crew, who, 
bidding goodbye to kindhcarted Win. Mc- 
Donough, the keeper of the lighthouse, 
sailed for Union Bay. For three miles 
tho shore was covered with wreckage, 
and at .Tap Bay they were hailed and 
shown the bodies of three men. The 
bodies were those of Purser Barber, 
Third Engineer Murray and McKay, a 
stowaway. The following morning the 
launch went to Dcnman's Island for the 
bodies. Misfortune, however, followed 
the first and second ollicers, who were 
managing the launch, for in attempting 
to tow the boat containing the bodies, 
they upset, her. and the bodice sank, and 
it is feared will never be recovered.

Demands on Chinese Will Likely Be 
Made Public Today. 

London, Dee. 21. — It is learned here 
that the agreement signed by ministers 
of the powers at Pckin, naming condi- 
tions as a preliminary to the negotiations 
of peace terms, contains a demand for 
the severest penalties that China can im- 
pose in the punishment of the high ofTL 
cials believed to he responsible for the 
Boxer outrages. This refers particularly 
to eleven prominent Chinese nobles, 
whose names have been mentioned in tho 
press despatches as those whom some of 
tho nations contended should he execut- 
ed. Tho demand for the death penalty- 
was stricken out of the agreement, and 
that for the severest penalties possible in 
sorted. The agreement will probably be 
made Qublic tomorrow.

Lexington, Ky,, Dec. 21. — Samuel Van- 
over today confessed to the murder am} 
robbery of Mrs. Minn Hall, a widow, and 
her 10-year-old son Charles, at the moun- 
tain hamlet Of Boone's Fork, on Novem- 
ber 13th last. Vanover lived at the Hall 
home, and on his testimony Solomon and 
Elijah Fleming were arrested, indicted 
for murder and narrowly escaped lynch- 
ing;. Vanover had $400, part of the pro- 
ceeds of his crime, sewed in his clothed 
when he confessed.

General French Routs a Large 
Boer Force Near Thorn- 
dale. 



London, Dec. 22.—" Vilc_ understand 
that private reliable advices have been 
received in London," says the Daily 
Mail, " to the effect that virtually all 
the districts of Cape Colony in the vicin- 
ity of the Orange river are in more or 
less open revolt, aud there is likely to be 
sharp lighting on a rather large scale 
before the invasion is crushed. The 
tactics of the Boers in rallying as many 
as possible of the Dutch in the back 
country to their cause are proving suc- 
cessful." 

From Capetown the Mail has received 
the following: 

" The second invading force was de- 
signed to occupy Brittstown, but, being 
checked by the troops, it has disap- 
peared into the Cederberg mountains. 

"An enormous concentration of troops 
is being made on the vedit country occu- 
pied by the invaders, hut it is not likely 
that tho Boers will offer battle in large 
numbers. There is a renewed demand 
for tin; wholesale proclamation of mar- 
tial law." 

A despatch from Do Aar, Cape Colony, 
says that the Yeomanry have driven 
the Boers out of Houtkraal, the enemy 
retiring westward. 

As the outcome of statements made 
during the recent session of parliament, 
and since reiterated, to the effect that 
some of the colonial troops have refused 
to light again, the war oilice late last 
night issued the following explanation 
frqm Lord Kitchener: 

"A number of men belonging to two 
of the South African corps refused to 
march on one occasion, owing to some 
mistake to carry out their discharge at 
the expiration of their term of service. 
Lord Roberts, on the ground that they 
had a grievance, overlooked the matter, 
simply reprimanding them. 

'• The men of both corps have since 
done good work in the field, and it is 
absolutely unfounded to say that there 
was a mutiny, or that force was used 
against them." 

Johannesburg, Dec. 21. — The Boers at- 
tacked Zunfonteiu on December 18, but 
were beaten off. 

The secretary of state for war, Mr. 
William St. John Broderiek, announces 
that, in view of the prolongation of the 
war in South Africa, members of the 
Imperial Yeomanry w'll be paid 5s., in- 
stead of Is. 2d. per day. Militiamen 
are promised priority of return over 
regulars. 

The war oilice made the following an- 
nouncement last evening: " In view of 
the general position in South Africa, the 
following reinforcements of mounted 
troops have been arranged: 

" Eight hundred will start next week. 
Two cavalry regiments have been or- 
dered to leave as soon as the transports 
are ready. 

" The colonial police will be increased 
10,000. Detachments will leave as fast 
as they are formed. Further drafts of 
cavalry will be despatched at once. 
Australia and New Zealand have been 
invited to send further contingents." 

Capetown, Dee. 21.— Gen. Bnden- 
Towell will start for the Transvaal to- 
morrow. 

The Boers derailed a train, killing an 
inspoowir and others. 

Gen. Brabant, commander of the 
newly raised colonial division, has been 
ordered to the front, nnd will start to- 
morrow. 

At Thorndale Gen. French bns routed 
2,500 Boers with four guns and a pom- 
pom. 



Intention Is to Break Covenants 
of the Clayton-Bulwer 
Treaty. 



But Method Is Preferred That 
Would Not Look Too 
Ugly. 



STORMS IN BRITAIN. 

Not Since Tay Bridge Disaster Have 
Such Gales Been Seen. 

London, Dec. 22.— The telegraph wires 
are being slowly restored and news is ar- 
riving. The gale has done great damage 
generally In the north of 'England and 
Scotland. A Glasgow correspondent 
says: "Not since the storm which de- 
stroyed the Tay bridge lias such a gale 
rayed in Scotland. High walls have been 
wrecked in Glasgow. At Coat Bridge, 
10 miles east of Glasgow, several people 
have been killed, while at numerous oth- 
er places roofs and chimneys have been 
destroyed and persons injured. Some of 
the buildings of the University of Aber- 
deen have been seriously damaged and 
every telegraph wire, telephone and rail- 
way line interrupted."

Washington, Dee. 21.— Senator Lodge,, 
in charge of the llay-l'auncefote treaty 
in the senate, made a statement which, 
in part follows: 

"Let me lirst say that the amendments 
were not dictated by hostility toward 
Great Britain, and still less were they 
in any degree a rellectiou upon the Sec- 
retary of State, whose patriotism, purity 
of purpose, knowledge, accomplishments 
ung high achievements in dealing with 
our foreign relations — especially in 
China — are fully and cordially recognized 
by men of all parties and all shades of 
opinion in the senate. The amendments 
were made by the senate solely because, 
in its opinion, they were necessary for 
the interests of the United States for 
tho avoidance of any question as to the- 
control of the canal, nnd consequently 
for the sake of peaceful and harmonious 
relations with the rest of the world on 
that subject in the future. The vote by 
which they were adopted shows this. 
The second or Davis amendment passed 
by a vote of 05 to 17, and the other two 
were adopted without division. 

" The first amendment is a simple- 
declaration that the Clayton-Bulwer- 
trcaty ceases to exist, and is superseded, 
by tho Hay-Fauneefote treaty. One ob- 
ject of the latter was to remove the 
former ns an obstacle to the construction 
of the Isthmian canal. Some good, 
judges thought that the Hay-Fauneefote- 
treaty did this completely as it stood. 
Others believed that certain portions of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty still remained^ 
in force. 

"The United States people desired to - 
get rid of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
finally nnd beyond question! Under- 
Artiele 11 of the Hay-Fauncefoto treaty, 
ns it. stood, we were clearly bound, if 
engaged in war,, to permit a hostile licet, 
if it succeeded in getting inside the 
three-mile zone, to pass unmolested, 
through the copal. This may or may 
not he a practical question, and it is of" 
no consequence whether it is or not. It 
was a solemn promise to permit a hostile - 
lleet to seize tho canal. That promise 
we either intended to keep, or else wc 
made it knowing that, under stress of 
war, we should break it. If we meant' 
to keep it, then it was a promise no 
nation ought to make. If we knew that 
we should not keep it in time of war, - 
then it was only honest and fair to re- 
lieve ourselves of the obligation in the- 
treaty itstdf. 

"This was the purpose of the second' 
or Davis amendment, which entirely dis-- 
poses of any such promise, nnd which: 
follows exactly in principle, and almost 
exactly fn words. Article X. of the Suez 
convention, which reserved similar rights 
to Turkey, whose interest in the Suez 
canal is trivial compared to ours in that 
proposed in . Nicaragua. The third 
amendment strikes Article III., by 
which we engaged to invite other- 
nations to adhere to the treaty, and: 
thereby become parties to it. Hnd 
there been no Clayton-Bulwer treaty we- 
would have negotiated with no one ex- 
cept Costa Rica and Nicaragua as to • 
building the canal. With Britain, 
owing to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, we - 
wore obliged to "treat; but as we expect 
Europe to keep out of this hemisphere, 
it seemed to the senate unwise, how- 
ever excellent and liberal the intention, . 
to invite European nations to share in ; 
an American treaty and thus give them, 
the right to meddle in American affairs 
n't any point. Such are the purposes of ' 
tho three amendments, which in nowise 
derogate from the intention of the 
United States that this canal shall be n 
neutral highway for the world's com- 
merce." 

"Do you think that Great Britain' 
will accept or reject these senate amend- 
ments?" the Senator was asked. 

"This is a question 1 have been asked 
many times, and upon which I don't 
think it would be right or proper for me 
to express an opinion." was the reply. 
" But I think I can with propriety say 
a word as to our view of the amend- 
ments. It is well recognized in inter- 
national law that when the conditions 
under which a treaty has been made 
have radically changed and new condi- 
tions and new demands have arisen, this 
fact is an ample ground for seeking an- 
abrogation or modification of the original' 
instrument. 

" The United States people desire to- 
build and mean to build and control the- 
Isthmian canal. -They recognize that 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, made fifty 
years ago under conditions no longer 
existent, stands in tho way. They have - 
no desire to clear it from their path in n 
violent passion by formally denouncing 
it, or by passing laws and taking action 
in contravention of its provisions, Th(\'- 
wish to remove it by amicable arrange- 
ment in a suitable nnd becoming man- 
ner. The Hay-Pauncefote treaty was 
framed with this object. 

"The senate is part of the treaty- 
making power, and treaties sent to it 
for ratification nre not strictly treaties, 
but projects for treaties— they nre still' 
in chaos. In the exercise of its un- 
doubted rights, without the slightest ro^ 
flection upon anyone, and without a- 
shadow of Hostility to a friendly nation, 
the senate, continuing the negotiations - 
begun by Mr. Hay. offers three now 
propositions to Great Britain. They ask • 
her to omit the clause inviting other 
nations to adhere to what does not touch 
her at all. They ask her to conform to- 
ner desires by agreeing in linmistnke- 
nble language to the suppression of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty by the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, which is the whole 
purpose of the negotiations. They ask 
her finally to accept in this treaty the 
reservation of rights in time of war • 
which she granted Turkey in the Suez 
convention, nnd which, as possessor of 
Egypt, she is now herself the beneficiary, .

Boers In 

Cape Colony 



Indications Are That the In- 
vaders Will Soon Be 
Crushed. 

Martial Law Has Been Pro- 
claimed In Several More 
Districts. 



•Capetown, Dec. 21.— A government 
■memorandum, issued iast evening, makes 
the following announcement: 

"The principal seat of action has been 
transferred to the northern part of Cape 
Colony. J^arly on December 10th a largu 
body of Boeiw crossed the Orange river 
towards liurgheredoru. A British force 
followed, to avoid which the Boers turn- 
ed westward and occupied Venterstad 
on December 18th. Bui they evacuated 
the town the same day on the approach 
of the British and marched in the di- 
rection of Steynsburg. 

"The Boers, however, have been inter- 
cepted and find difficulty in moving in 
any direction, as Steynsburg, Burghers- 
dorp, Stormberg, Bosemead and Nu&uw- 
port are all strongly held by the British, 
and the Orange river has risen consider- 
ably in tlieir rear. 

"Another 2,000 Boers crossed at Band 
Drift, making tor Olesborg, but on the 
dispatch, of a British force they diverged 
and occupied Philipstown on December 
10th. cutting the telegraph wires between 
Philipstcwn and lloukt Kraal. 

"Early this morning a portion of these 
Boers reached lloukt Kraal station and 
out the line there. 

"Considerable reinforcements have been 
sent to Do Aar and Hanover, and it is 
expected that further invasion will now 
be stopped except in the ease of scouting 
parties, which may slip through to raid/ 
cattle and to obtain much needed sup- 
plies. 

"Hitherto there has been very little 
lighting, as the enemy in every instance 
have retired before the British. They 
took our garrison of 20 men at Venter- 
titad prisoners, but the Magersfontein 
garrison repulsed their attacks, inflicting 
heavy loss after some hours lighting, and 
a refusal of a demand to surrender. 

"It is probable that of the two invad- 
ing forces the former is a part ot 
Dewet's commando, and the latter con- 
sists of several small commandos, hither^ 
to operating iu the west of Orange River. 
Colony and of a number of rebels. 

Bloemfontein, Dec. 20.— The details of, 
Gen. Dewet's escape from the encircling 
British columns is described as one of, 
the boldest incidents of the war. 

When Haasbrook's commando joined 
Dewet on December 12th, some 15 miles 
east of Thoba Nctitt, General Knox wart 
only about an hour distant, and the Boer 
situation appeared desperate. But Dewet 
was equal to the occasion. Dispatching 
Haasbrook westward to make a feint at 
Victoria Nek, Dewet prepared to break 
through the British columns at Spring- 
hasue Pass, about four miles of broad, 
flat unbroken ground. At the entrance 
were two fortified posts. Artillery was 
posted on a hill eastward, watching the 
Boers. 

Suddenly a magnificent spectacle was 
presented. The whole Boer army of 
2,500 men started at a gallop in open or- 
der through the nek. President Steyn 
and Pcit Fourier led the charge and De- 
wet brought up the rear. The British 
Kuns and rifles boomed and rattled inces- 
santly. The Boers first tried the east- 
ward route, but encountering the artil- 
lery they diverged and galloped to tho 
front of tho hill to the west war, where 
the fire of only a single post was effec- 
tive. The whole manoeuvre was a piece 
of magnificent daring and its success was 
complete in spite of the loss of a 15- 
pounder and 25 prisoners. 

The British force galloped after Haas- 
brook and came in contact with his 
commando at nightfall. The burghers 
wore scattered and the "Welsh yeomanry 
galloped among the retreating Boers, 
using their revolvers and the butt ends 
of their rifles with great effect. 

An incident of the light was tho gal- 
lop of a British ammunition wagon right 
through the scatered Boors, the gunners 
using tlieir revolvers freely. 

Capetown, Dec. 20. — Martial law has 
been proclaimed in the following addi- 
tional districts: Britetown, Victoria 
West, Richmond, Hanover Murravs- 
burg, Graaf Reiuet, Aberdeen. Middle- 
burg, Steynburg, Cradock, Tarka and 
Molteno. 

Wellington, X. Z., Dee. 21.— The gov- 
ernment of New Zealand has decided to 
despatch another contingent to South 
Africa.

These propositions are all essential to 
United States interests, and are fair, 
reasonable, friendly and in no way of- 
fensive. Great Britain's interest in 
having the canal built, be it great or 
small, is second only to that of the 
United States, for she alone has, like 
the United States, large possessions in 
North American and both on the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific coast. We agree that 
all vessels of commerce and of war shall 
pass through the canal on the same 
terms as our own; and in war between 
other powers we agree to preserve the 
neutrality of the canal towards all Uel- 
ligerents. In deference to the wishes 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica in regard 
to this treaty, anil not to any we may 
hereafter make with them, wo relin- 
quish the right to make permanent forti- 
fications; and, although there is no need 
of such fortifications, the right to erect 
them is an important right, and its re- 
linquishment goes to the last verge of 
concession. 

" The vast expense of the canal is 
ours, the maintenance ami defence of it' 
is oars, and the United States people 
will never permit a canal there which 
they do not control, because the defence 
of the United States overrides every 
other consideration. In building and 
maintaining the canal we assume a 
great burden, by which the whole world 
will benefit; and if we bear the burden 
alone, the power anil the control must 
be ours alone also. 

" We desire to dispose of tin- Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty in the most friendly way 
possible. We are most averse ti> any 
other disposition of it. Groat Britain 
does not intend to go to war with the 
United States to prevent our building 
the canal; and if it is physically possible 
to build it, we mean in any event to do 
so. Under these circumstances, we are 
very clear that it is as much for Croat 
Britain's interest as ours to accept the 
new propositions in (he friendly spirit 
in which they are offered, and thus end 
a controversy over an outworn treaty 
which is only a stumbling block to 
both nations. It is not to be doubted 
that the British ministers whose ability, 
experience and reputation are known to 
all tho world, will duly weigh all these 
considerations, and rightly comprehend 
the purpose of the senate amendments, 
and the spirit in which they are pre- 
sented."

Houston, Texas, Dee. 21.— The tele-

Santa Fe railway was called off to- 
night. 



London, Dec. 21.— William T. Stead 
has just returned from The Hague, 
where he had a long conference with 
Mr. Kruger, and has ascertained at first 
hand the views of Mr. Kruger and his 
counsellors as to the present situation 
and future prospects. Mr. Stead has 
written the Associated Press in part as 
follows: 

"First of all, nothing is decided about 
his visit to the United Stall's at present. 
President Kruger has not abandoned all 
hope of securing the support of tire 
governments of the civilized world in 
his demand for arbitration. Until the 
last government refuses absolutely to 
say a word in support of the principles 
which they solemnly laid down at The 
Hague conference, Mr. Kruger will 
not partake iu popular demonstrations. 
Mr. Kruger is emphatic in disclaiming 
any desire to involve other nations iu 
war on behalf of the Boers. What he 
asks is that tho governments which at 
The Hague declared their determination 
to use tlieir efforts to secure amicable 
settlement of disputes by means of 
mediation and arbitration, should make 
a united effort to bring the verdict of 
the civilized world to bear on Great 
Britain. I cannot put their position bet- 
ter than in the words of one of Mr. 
Kruger's counsellors: " England is our 
accuser, England is the side witness 
against us, England is the judge, Eng- 
land is the executioner, and England 
hopes to profit by our death. We ap- 
pealed for arbitration before the war; 
we are lighting for arbitration to-day; 
we have the right to. expect the sympa- 
thies of the civilized world.' 

" I found Mr. Kruger hale. His bear- 
ing is not so good as if was. His mind 
moves somewhat slowly, but. now and 
then the old fire Mashes from his eyes 
and you hear The deep resonant voice 
which lies so often rallied the burghers 
in battle. 

" Quern Wilhelinina is kindness itself. 
She has displayed pluck, in remarkable 
contrast to the timidity of any of her 
official advisers. 

•' I found the old man's spirit unshaken 
by his reverses. lie disclaimed any de- 
sire to humiliate England, and said they 
only wanted tlieir rights. If may inter- 
est Americans to know that Mr. Kru- 
ger's appeal to the civilized world would 
be received everywhere with unanimous 
enthusiasm, were it not for the deep- 
rooted distrust and jealousy of tho 
dynasties of Hapsburg and HohenzoUcni 
against the president of a republic. If 
he were a. king, the courts Would have 
been open everywhere. This feeling, it 
is well to note, is not shared by Russia. 
The Boers will not listen to any proposal 
for a compromise. Failing indepofi^j 
once or arbitration, they will prefer to 
die fighting."

The surviving pioneers of Victoria, and 
indeed of the whole of British Columbia 
U6 well, will regret tu learn of the sad 
event that marked the uoon of yesterday, 
namely, the death of .Mr. Joseph W. Mc- 
Kay of this city. Well known from end 
to end ot the province, he had numberless, 
friends everywhere, whose constant sym- 
pathy followed him in his long illness of 
the past several mouths, and who now 
joiu with his family and relatives in 
mourning his loss. 

For tho greater part of the present year 
Mr. McKay, whose long life spent in 
pioneering in the west, had in spite of 
all its hardships scarcely affected his re- 
markable bodily strength and mental ac- 
tivity had suffered from an affection of 
the heart, which crept on with old age, 
and for some weeks his death has been al- 
most daily expected, and if. was only ap 
paremly by the continual sapping of sick 
ness that the grim reaper achieved his 
victory. The deceased was in his T2ud 
year, and his funeral is being arranged 
for tomorrow afternoon. 

* * 

There are but few of the pioneers of 
the coast left to recall the days when Mr 
.McKay came westwards from Fort Car 
ry in the employ of the great company, 
a.s the Hudson Bay company has been 
justly called. With the exception or 
some three or four of the old timers, al 
of them found him here on their arrival, 
and prominent as many ot these rtal 
warts have been in the making of Can- 
ada's weertermost province, it has fallen 
to the lot of but few of them to he 
closely connected with the beginnings ... 
her industries or to have performed such 
important services both ot a political and 
commercial sort as have fallen to his lot. 

Joseph McKay was born away back on 
the Albany river in 1S2S). There his 
rather was a clerk in the H. B. Co. ser- 
vice, and so titter being educated at the 
lied River he embarked in the same ser- 
vice, and following the lung trail west- 
ward with Mr. J. A. Grtihaine of this 
city, he crossed the mountains and de- 
scended the Columbia river to the then 
headquarters of the company at Vancou- 
ver, Washington. Here he entered the 
maritime service, but was soon sent with 
Captain Cordon Park and Lieut. Peel, 
a son of the great .Sir Robert, to trav- 
erse the country then in dispute between 
Croat Britain and the United States. 
Starting from Cowiitz, the little party 
crossed country to the Columbia, and al 
though Mr. McKay when alive declared 
that the officers wore vastly impressed 
with tho possibilities of that vast region 
it was upon their evil report that the in 
ternattonal boundary was allowed to 
come -100 miles too far north. 

Coming over to Victoria, which had 
been founded but a year before, he left 
marine and entered the trading service, 
and through his great natural parts ami 
his ability to acquire command of the In- 
dian dialects, he rapidly rose in the ranks 
until he became a chief trader. 

While acting in that capacity, it is 
learned from Bancroft's History of Brit- 
ish Columbia that in 18-10 he was given 
charge of the north const trading estab- 
lishments, under the supervision, of 
course, of Sir James Douglas. There 
tho'situation was far from secure. The 
rival Russian trading companies' often 
tampered with the natives, and on one 
or two occasions almost succeeded in 
inciting them to a general massacre of 
tho English. Their animosity was by 
no means lessened by the fact that, after 
Mr. McKay became settled at Port 
Simpson, less and less of the coast furs 
went their way. From far-off Alaska 
the Indians were induced to bring their 
furs down to a Stikine port, and that 
in spite of Russian threats and Russian 
warships. Of one of these large pur- 
chases a rather good story is told. The 
Chimsyans and the Tungass tribes being 
at war, the Russian factor, Etholin, 
came down to Bella Bella to enlist Mr. 
McKay's influence in staving the savage 
rend. While at dinner Mr. McKay was 
informed that: a large fleet, well 'laden 
wi'h rtirs, had surreptitiously come 
down from Ike Russian side to trade. 
The corner was a close one, but the re- 
sources of tho Hudson's Bay Company s 
servant were quite equal to' tho refresl - 
mont, for, remembering the Russia i ! 
appetite for English rum, fresh bottles I 
were ordered, and of the single gallon 
then in store at that point, little was 
left when the enemy was stretched hors 
de combat. But it was done, and the 
valuable cargo weal to London instead 
of Moscow. 

In IS It) Mr. McKay's geological turn 
id' mind led him to the honor of founding 
the Black Diamond city. The story of 
the Indian and the coals on the black- 
smith's forge— which is too well known 
to need repel it ion— led him to visit the 
place where Nunnimo now stands, with 
a prospecting party, about May, 1850, 
and upon his report Mr. John Muir (the 
father of the patriarchs of Sooke), and 
his men were brought down from Fort 
Rupert and the operations of coal min- 
ing got under way. Mr. Muir's force 
was but a small one, but his knowledge 
anil skill iu directing it soon led to the 
hiking out of a couple of thousand tons, 
and in May of 1S53 the first shipload 
was sent to San Francisco by the ship 
William, where it sold for $2.S a ton. It 
was to protect this infant industry that,- 
under Mr. McKay's direction, the fam- 
ous bastion at Nanaimo was erected. 
Immediately after this he undertook a 
closer survey of tho country between 
Victoria and Nanaimo, and is reported 
to have found colors of gold in several 
of the streams in that: district. 

Tn 1856 the first legislature of tho 
colony was elected, the names of the 
" seven fit and discreet men," as the Im- 
perial memo, had it, being Messrs. John 
Muir of Sooke, Thomas Skinner and .T. 
S. Helmcken of Esquimau, John F. 
Kennedy of Nanaimo, am! .T. D. Pem- 
berton, .Tames Yates and E. E. Lang- 
ford, of Victoria, Tho return of Mr. 
Langfonl being declared void on the 
ground of an insufficient property quali- 
fication, Mr. McKay was selected in his 
place, and his demise leaves but one 
survivor of that historic body. 

A few years later he was appointed 
factor at Kamloops, mid took up the men 
and machinery to construct a steamer 
there. Jackass mountain, on the other 
side of Lytton; proved a hard place to 
handle their heavy load, and one man's 
life was lost in crossing it: but they 
pushed on. ami the steamboat was after- 
wards built— the first steamer on Kam- 
loops lake and the Thompson and Shus- 
wap waters. From Knmloops Mr. Mc- 
Kay went down to Ynle, where he took 
charge of the company's transport busi- 
'<oss». and sson afterwards was given 
the supervision of the company's retail

stores in this city, where he resided until 
he left the service in 1S7;5. 

At. that time he entered ttia Indian de- 
partment, succeeding the late Mr. 
Moffatt, and after years of service in 
the head office here, was given the 
superintendence of the Kamloops dis- 
trict. This he held until some six years 
ago, when he again sought the city with 
so many steps in wdiose existence he has 
so intimately been connected, and accept- 
ed a position in the Indian office here. 

By those w 10 knew him the deceased 
was well liked. Possessed of much tact 
ami self-taught to a largo extent, his 
abilities were far above the ordinary, 
mid his pleasant smile and sterling integ- 
rity will be long remembered by both of 
the races with whom he had so much to 
do. 

He married a Miss Holmes, of Aus- 
tralia, and leaves four daughters and a 
sun, J. W. McKay, a mining engineer of 
Nelson. 



YOUNG CUD AH Y RETURNS. 

Tells Sensational Story of Being Kept 
in Chains. 

Omaha, Neb., Dee. 20— Young Edward 
Cudahy, who was kidnapped Tin sday, 
returned home this morning at 1 o'clock 
with a strange story to tell. 

Ho said that he was in front of Gen- 
oral Cowin's house, just across the 
street from his own house, on his way 
hack from the Dustiu residence, yest'-r 
clay evening, when two men approached 
him. One id' them stepped up \o him 
and said: "We are sheriffs from Sarpy 
county, and arrest you as Eddie Met let 
who escaped from the reform school.'' 

'1 he lad replied that he was not Eddi> 
Met foe, but his captors said that h 
would have to be identified. They 
placed him in a buggy and drove 
Thirty-sixth street, and thence south to 
Leavenworth street. As they approached 
Leavenworth street a motor car passed 
them. The lad recognized the con- 
ductor and said to his captors: ''There 
is n man who knows me— he can identify 
mo." but the captors immediately blind- 
folded him and whipped up the horso. 
The lad thinks they crossed Leaven- 
worth street ami then drove in a south- 
westerly direction. Presently they came 
to a house, which in the opinion of tho 
lad is somewhere in the southwestern 
part of South Omaha. Young Cudahy 
was taken from the buggy and placed in 
a room and chained to the door. He v 
tnaincd al! night and the next day. His 
hands wore tied, and the chains on hi 
feet prevented him from getting a good 
view of his surroundings, even after the 
blindfold had been removed. He knows, 
however, that he was in tin empty room, 
and that the blinds on tin? window were 
closed. On the trip to the place of im- 
prisonment, the men. he says, talked a 
little about themselves. He gathered 
from them that there were six in tin 
gang. One of them came from Mexico 
recently, and was an expert in the kid 
napping business. After the mysterious 
house was reached, one man guarded 
him during a greater portion of the day. 
The second man was in and out of the 
room at intervals. From conversation 
between the abductors and himself, 
Young Cudahy learned that his captors 
had been seeking to abduct one of the 
girls of the family, and had been plan- 
ning this for four months. 

Last night, for some unknown reason, 
the men released young Cudahy from 
his chains and said: "We are going to 
take you home." Then they led him to 
a hack. He was driven rapidly through 
the darkness to Thirty-seventh and 
Leavenworth streets, where he was al- 
lowed to leave the carriage. ivrom 
there he walked home, arriving shortly 
after 1 o'clock iu the morning. The 
bandits made no explanation to him, only 
they gave him his freedom. 

His father paid $25',000 to ransom the 
boy.

Fifth Regiment Entertain Their 
Numerous Friends in the 
Drill Hall. 



Pleasure Holds Sway A^«d the 
Deadly Implements of 
Warfare.

•' The fourth annual military bull of the 
Hion-oufimissioned oilicers ami men of th 
Fifth Elegimeut, C. A., helO ut the Brill 
3inll 'last night, was a distinct success. 
The large hull was profusely decorated, 
:and within the flag-curtained rectangle 
.the new-laid tongue-and-groove floor was 
-ivoll waxed. The galleries were brightJy 
draped, and some six hundred spectators 
stood in them watching the whirling 
•throng of some seven hundred dancers 
below. 

As can readily he imagined, the tout 
ensemble presented to the eye of the 
'Spectator was n briliant one. Banners 
streamed from rafters, from the galleries 
and hid the walls; bayonet stars shone 
■at intervals along the walls and galleries 
and at either end of the Boor were well- 
stacked stands of rifles, and other mar- 
tial-looking decorations were inter- 
spersed midst the bunting elsewhei 
These, with the bright and pretty gow 
of the ladies, the sombre evening dre 
of .t'ue civilians, and the red-and-gold, 
hlue-aud-gold, Uhuki and other colorei 
uniforms of the military dancers, insult 
the scene a most brilliant one. , 

Those responsible for the success ol 
the ball were Sergt.-Mnjor Mulcuhy 
president of the committees; Quarter 
mastcr-Sergt. Winsby, treasurer; and 
Ii. H. Johnson, secretary. The decorat- 
ing committee was in charge of N 
Short; the Moor was laid under the 
direction of Bonibr. Caven; the refresh 
ment committee was looked after by 
Gunner Steverson; and the programme 
and music committee was under Gunner 
W. W. Grime. The successful ball 
shows how thoroughly each committee 
' must, have done its work. 

Among the distinguished guests were 
the Lieutenant-Governor and Lady Joly; 
Admiral Blokford and oilicers of llyr 
Majesty's fleet on the Esquimau station; 
Col. Benson, D. O. U.; Lieut.-Col. 
Gregory and oilicers of the Fifth Begi- 
ment, C. A.; Col. Grant and oilicers of 
the Imperial forces at Work Point and 
EsquimaU; Col. McKay and oilicers of 
the R, C. K. at Hospital Point; Col. 
Prior, M. P.; Thomas Earle, M. P.; 
Hon. Premier Dunsmuir and members 
of tlie provincial assembly; and Mayor 
Hayward and the board of aldermen. 

The work of the decorating committee 
had been done most thoroughly. They 
had secured a wealth of "bunting, and 
every wall and rafter was hidden. All 
kinds of flags, from the naval standards 
and ensigns to the house flags of local 
•steamers and sealing schooners. Even 
signal codes were in use, and color ran 
riot. A great royal standard was hang- 
ing at the west end, with its large lions 
and harps; and there were Canadian 
ensigns, Union Tacks, Stars and Stripes 
and many other national flags, including 
even the Rising Sun flag of Japan, 
t orhaps the most noticeable piece of 
bunting was that which was suspended 
over the stand in which sat the orches- 
tra. This was the now flag of federated 
Australia, with the blue Southern Cross 
oil white ground, with the union in the 
corner and the stars showing to repre- 
sent tlie several colonies. The flag of 
New South Wall's was also conspicuous. 
Heraldic shields with lions rampant and 
harps on green fields were also promi- 
nent, vieing with the clusters of side- 
arms and scabbards which made such 
brilliant decorations along the galleries— 
but to detail all the decorations would 
take columns, for there were cart-loads 
of flags. 

A seemingly popular institution estab- 
lished by the committee this year was 
the buffet canteen, where dancers could 
£0 to i>eek refreshment between dances, 
which was tended by a squad of men 
of the regiment. This buffet was estab- 
lished just above the well-draped stand 
in which sat the orchestra, made up of 
the bandsmen of the regiment, who dis- 
coursed tuneful music throughout the 
evening and early morning— for there 
were 2-1 dances. 

The supper room was at the- east end 
of the hall. Here were spread five 
long tables, which were set beneath 
canopies of (lags. The walls, too. were 
hung with flags, vieing in brilliancy with 
the resplendent hall room. Five times 
were these heavily-laden tables replen- 
ished before the large number present 
bad satisfied the inner man and woman. 

Tin? other arrangements were equally 
good, the ladies being attended in the 
clonk-room reserved for their use off the 
north gallery; while the men's coats, 
etc., were stored in a side room near the 
door. Here, however, the militiamen in 
charge did not quite fall in with the sys- 
tem of placing away the belongings of 
the dancers in order, and much delay 
was occasioned because of this fact in 
the later distribution. 

All considered, this fourth ball o{ tiu< 
non-coms, and men of the Fifth L'£- 
mcnt was a most enjoyable affair, am 
was certainly one of the best (Utewled 
of the season— for over 1,300 lathes and

Obliged to Put Back Because of 
the Gale— Marine 
News. 



Steamer John S. Kimball has returned 
to Seattle. She sailed for Honolulu 01 
Sunday and sprang a leak in the furiou 
gale that raged off Cape Flattery las 
Monday and Tuesday. Part of her cargo 
will be unloaded prior to an examination 
of her hull. The leak is believed to be 
above the water line, near the bows of 
the ship. As far as is now known, sh 
will not be delayed very long. 

The Kimball had a thrilling encounto 
with the storm off Cape Flattery, and 
was forced once to run tor shelter before 
it was decided to return to Seattle. Heavy 
seaa swept the vessel from stem to stern,- 
the water penetrating to the enginu 
rooms, and from Tuesday morning 
Wednesday night, when the boat reached 
Port Angeles, the pumps were constantly 
working, barely keeping the leakage tin- 
der control. Gallant work was done by 
Chief Engineer Macintosh, who worked 
fur IS hours at one stretch in the enginu 
room, standing nearly up to his knees in 
water, and encouraging the stokers. 

Aftet the Kimball passed Cape Flat- 
tery, Monday morning, the violence of 
the gale, which has apparently subsided, 
increased, and the bout ran back to shelt- 
er. A few hours later she again put to 
sea. There was a lull in the storm. Tues- 
day morning the vessel commenced to 
leak,, while a regular hurricane was blow- 
ing from the southeast. At this time she 
was about 40 miles oil' the cape and was 
laboring heavily. All the pumps were put 
in action, but. the leakage gained steadily 
so long as the steamer faced the seas. 

At length the increasing seriousness of 
the situation, as the storm showed no 
Jgns of abating, compelled the steamer 
to run for Port Angeles. Am soon as the 
bows were turned from the angry seas 
the pumps gained on the inflow of water. 
They were operated, however, until the 
arrival at Port Angeles. 

Tlie seas which swept over the boat, 
besides inundating the engine rooms, en- 
tered the saloons and staterooms. 



THE OVERDUE CASTLE ROCK. 

Reinsurance on the British Ship From 
Hongkong for Victoria Increased. 

Reinsurance on the ship Castle Rock, 
out 5ti days from Hongkong for Victoria, 
Las been increased to lo per cent. Al- 
though the Castle Rock would be consid- 
d somewhat overdue in summer weath- 
er, in view of the fact that, the steamer 
Royalist occupied 33 days in coming here 
from Japan, her delay allows of explains 
tion. The reinsurance has advanced 
though not so much because the vessel 
overdue, but hecause of the heavy 
uther of late in the North Pacific, lie- 
insurance on the ship Rathdown, out SI 
s from Yokohama for Portland, has 
been increased to So per cent. 

ADRIFT OFF THE COAST. 

Lumber Barge With Crew of Three, 
men and Million Feet of Lumber Lost. 

The barge Wabougal, which sailed 
from the Columbia river in tow of the tug 
Samson with one million feet of lumber 
board, was lost by the tug, which 
broke down and was obliged to cut her 
hawser Hid let the big barge adrift. Tin; 
derelict tug was found near Point Arenas 
and towed to port, but so far searching 
tugs have failed to find the barge, on 
which there was a crew of three men. 
When last seen during tlie heavy gale of 
the end of last week tin.' barge was 
landing off shore and endeavoring to 
make sail.

OLD CASE ENDED. 

\h Lim Assaust Case Dismissed Yester- 
day—Other Cases. 

With sight of relief Chief Langley and 
Clerk Pago yesterday signed opposite the. 
name of Ah Lim, in their respective re- 
cords of the police court the words dis- 
missed." For close on a month the case 
bad been dragging its weary way through 
the court, adjournment after adjourn- 
ment being asked for by one side or the 
other. On the night of November 7 there 
was a light in an opium den. When the 
police arrived they found Ah Lim and 
Choy Dim lying in pools of blood, each 
having ugly knife wounds. The two men 
were removed to the hospital, where they 
remained for two weeks, both having 
been most severely wounded. When they 
were released from the hospital Choy 
Lim charged Ah Lim with aggravated 
nsault, and the statements made by tin; 
Chinamen who were present lead tho 
police to believe that All Lim was the 
guilty party. Lawyers were engaged by 
both .sides and a hard legal fight was an- 
ticipated. But 'the counsel Cor the prose- 
cution dropped the ease, finding that hi* 
witnesses bad suddenly become possessed 
of a longing to see the defence win, at 
least their evidence justified that conclu- 
sion. He dropped the case and Chief 
Langley took it up. The Btories told in 
the witness box were so conflicting and 
different to tho statements made just 
after the cutting that it was a l'oregono 
conclusion that the charge -would be dis- 
missed. In coming to his decision, Ma- 
gistrate Hall said it was a pity that tlie 
witnesses who had perjured themselves 
could not bo punished, but ho realized 
Hint a prosecution must fail.

A HINT TO ADVERTISERS. 

The Colonist has been told of a person 
who came to this city soliciting for ad 
vertisemcnts to appear iu some kind of a 
publication to be issued by the Southern 
Pacific Railway company. He took sev- 
eral orderu and collected the money, but 
the intending advertisers have not yet 
seen a copy of the publication. We havo 
been asked to say something about tha 
matter. The above is all we know, and 
is all, therefore, that we can say. The 
transaction may be in perfectly good 
faith, although it is not customary tor, 
railway companies to solicit advertise 
merits for their printed matter. Occas- 
ionally some enterprising man gets up a 
.publication dealing with n line of rail- 
way, and solicits advertising for it. Such 
a pamphlet was recently got out in Se- 
attle and dealt with the White Pass &j 
Yukon railway. It was iu no sense is- 
sued by the company owning that road. 
Possibly the so-called Southern Pacifio 
publication is of that class, and if so the 
persons making contracts with its pub- 
lisher will simply have to wait until the 
issue is ready. 

There have been so many cases of dis- 
appointment in regard to advertising in 
• outside publications, that we would have 
thought the people of this city would 
have become wary. There was the not- 
able case of The Wave. To say that 
this was a profound disappointment is to 
t-tate the case moderately. Yet there was 
nothing dishonest about it. The promot, 
ers of that scheme did what they prom- 
ised; the amazing thing was that any 
person should propose to pay them for 
what they promised to do. The 
newspaper people of this city 
knew how the thing would turn 
out. but it was no part of their duty 
to say anything about it. The canvas- 
•sers for it did not practice the least de- 
. ception. They did what they said they 
were going to do, but the way they said it 
Hounded quite differently to the way the 
publication looked afterwards. 

There is one safe rule in all matters of 
this kind. Most people remember 
Punch's celebrated advice to those about 
to marry: "Don't." So we say to peo- 
ple who think about advertising in novel 
schemes from abroad: "Don't." By fol- 
lowing this advice you may occasionally 
. miss a good thing, but the balance will 
in the long run be in your favor. Tin; 
true vehicle of advertising is the local 
newspaper. Always keep in mind the ob- 
ject of advertising. It is to give inform- 
ation to people seeking it. All other 
ideas of advertising are erroneous. The 
notion that an advertisement inserted in 
something may by chance catch the oyo 
of somebody, who will thereby be led to 
do business with the advertiser, is all 
wrong from a business point of view. A 
man proposes to get up something de- 
scribing a railway in Texas, and he iisUs 
a Victoria merchant to advertise in it. 
.He promises a wide circulation. The 
railway company is going to take and cir- 
culate half a "1111111011 copies. Now what 
does the man who gets one of the copies 
do with it. Ninety-nine out of every 
hundred look at the pictures and the 
cover. The hundredth man, if he hap- 
pens to have the publication by him when 
he has notbing else to do, may read it. 
But the great point is the pictures. The 
reading matter is only intended to keep 
itlio pictures from being too close togeth- 
er. When a reader has been attracted 
by the pictures and thinks of going to 
Texas, he will begin to look tip the Texas 
.advertisements. Therefore, it is wise 
.for. the Texas business man to advertise 
.in the publication. But there is no con- 
ceivable Teason why a man going to 
Texas should look up Victoria adverti.se- 
znents. Hence a Victoria advertisement 
in such a publication is simply of no pos- 



"WINTER BEGINS." 

The above statement and those which fol- 
low are made on the authority of the al 
manac, which declares today to be th 
first day of winter.

In the meantime tn> 
hour of sunset will steadily grow later 
but there will be no difference in the thin 
between sunrise and sunset until Christ- 
mas, when the interval will be a minut 
longer. By the end of the year it will he 
three minutes longer. On January 
when the sua rises latest, the interval 
will be seven minutes longer than it is 
today, and after that it will grow stead 
ily longer by additions both to the morn- 
ing and afternoon. By the end of Janu- 
ary the gain will be three quarters of an 
hour.

It is proposed to import some son 
birds into British Columbia. Before 
this is done, it will be neessary to in- 
struct some of the youth iu regard to 
the meanness of killing small birds. In 
Victoria there are a lot of young fellows 
who make a practice of killing small 
birds with catapults. Anything more 
unmanly can hardly be thought of. We 
wonder at the poor idea of sport which 
lads have, who will engage in this cruel 
pastime. Wo remember that back in 
the East a boy used to lie thought guilty 
of a mean action if he killed a little 
bird. His school-fellows would speedily 
show him that they bad little use for a 
fellow who was not above that sort of 
thing. And the boys were not milk-sops, 
either. They would stand up in a snow- 
ball fight at the risk of bloody noses or 
black eyes. They would engage in a 
rough game, which we used to call 
"hurley," although a barked shin was 
the least of the possible results of a 
particularly lively game. They would 
toe a mark and settle differences in 
manly fashion with their fists. But th 
would not kill little birds. At least if 
they did. they bade farewell to their 
popularity among their schoolmates. 
Killing singing birds has not a single 
element of sport in it. No risk attaches 
to it and no labor. It is work for the 
prowler and tin.' sneak. No bon 
minded boy ever killed a singing bird 
without feeling in bis heart that he bad 
done an exceedingly mean action. We 
hope that the boys will take advice and 
stui) ""is practice. If nut, a stringent 
law will have to be passed against the 
use of catapults within the city limits, 
and its enforcement made compulsory 
upon the police.

Another Day of Legal Arguments 
In Deadman's Island 
Case. 

IjfeOi, - — . 

Witnesses Called But Their Evi- 
dence Curtailed By Law- 
yers' Objections. 



That cause celebre, tlie Deadman's 
Island case, was resumed yesterday 
morning before Mr. Justice Martin. All 
day long the trial proceeded, but by 
night little progress could be reported. 
The day was devoted to legal subtleties. 
In Messrs, Peters, Q. C, ""d Duff 
~t\v6 SblG exponents of tUa . intri- 
cacies of loK'ic anil 'I' law were 
found, and they certainly made the 
nlost of the many points arising 
out of a case which in this instance 
gobs back to the first principles of 
things. Hour after hour the battle 
royal progressed, waging almost entirely 
upon the question of plans, and uot 11 
step or a move was made by the counsel 
for Canada that was not strenuously 
combattcd by his learned friend who 
represented the province. 

Deputy Commissioner Gore was called 
as a witness, and told of the search in 
his Office for plans. Some of these 
had been produced, but there were still 
others over there. Mr. Gore was then 
subpoenaed to produce these at the next 
day's hearing of the ease. He was then 
examined regarding the Landers plan, 
which had been put in at the hearing 
of the injunction proceedings at Vancou- 
ver in June, IS!)!).

Interesting Lecture in A. (). 1'. W Hall 
by Rev. Mr. Winchester. 

The last of n series of lectures for this 
• I le 'y under the auspices of the Feder- 
ated Societies, was given bv lb" Rev A 
.. Winchester hist evening In A. O. r. 
U. hall Mr. W. II. Price occupied the 
chair. A fnirlv law number of people 
were present, and the lecture was thorough- 
ly enjoyed, as it was delivered la Mr. Win- 
chester s usual Interesting mauiicer. The 
subject under consideration was: "Some 
mines Fundamental to True Citizenship." 
Mr. Winchester commenced In- savliiL' that 
lie wanted to get to the foundation of 
things. It was absolutely necessary to 
have a good foundation. The flrst thing 
was: "What are the foundation stones of 
character and citizenship?" The lecturer 
did not know anything that was grand or 
lasting to-day that has not been begotten 
by faith. What was it that gave the Gre- 
cian Ids tine conception of an and archi- 
tecture?. What was It but his splendid 
faith! He had faith in the Invisible. The 
elements that were without man were as 
essential to him as the heart that pulsed 
the blood through his body. The boil v. the 
mjuil. the spirit, should he cultured. There 
were those who would say that oar educa- 
tional system was superior to anything ever 
known before. The lecturer did not agree 
with them. "Suppose that children were 
only taught to develop some of their or- 
gans! Would not the others suffer? If a 
man was strong In limbs and weak In the 
arms, was he well educated? If a man 
was well up In some subjects ami weak In 
others, was lie well educated?" The lec- 
turer then sulmillted this uuestion to ills 
audience: Whether after all. with all the 
soleudhl addition to literature, was It so 
that the education of the present lime— pub- 
lic schools, high schools ami colleges—was 
doing all thai It should for our boys and 
girls? Mr. Winchester thought not. To bo 
a true citizen, a man must know himself 
and then know as much of nature as pos- 
sible. Suppose we follow a child as lie 
grows up. He has been to a public school, 
high school and college.

Advice on Their Importation From Onu 
Who lias Had Experience. 

The following was received by the De- 
puty Minister of Agriculture from -Mr. H. 
K. Doech, horticultural commissioner for 
the State of Oregon. In reply to a commun- 
ication asking for an opinion as to the Im- 
portation of foreign birds: 

"Regarding the Importation of some of 
our European songsters. It is as well to be 
cautious, as some have developed strange 
feeding propensities under different envi- 
ronments. But we have some now in Ore- 
gon which are not only line songsters and 
enliven the air with their sweet music, 
which we delighted in In our youthful days 
Ir. the fatherland, but are most useful to 
the fruit-grower, especially those which are 
not migrating, but stay with us during 
the winter season, when they search every 
crevice In the trees, old birds' nests, 
fences, hedges, in clods of earth. In fact, 
everywhere, lor larvae and pupae of every 
conceivable Insect, and thereby destroy 
millions of Injurious Insects— nota- 
bly the codling moth larvae In the cocoon 
elate. In tills respect, there Is none more 
valuable than the siskin, a small, pretty, 
lively. Insectivorous bird. This bird must 
not be taken for the greenfinch, which lat- 
ter bird is much larger and will attack 
frail, while the former Is Insectivorous ex- 
clusively. Another most valuable' bird is 
the "bluemoise" (I'arus caeruleus), also ex- 
clusively Insectivorous, and'a close ally to 
the kolilmeise (I'arus major), but this lat- 
ter will also eat fruits, especially when 
infesteil with codling moth larvae. The::

finch, song thrush, nlghtlngcb — all tried 
friends of the Oregon fruit-growers. Of 
course there are others, but I cannot give 
them a clear title; except I omitted to add 
our Utile robin redbreast, which, perhaps, 
i Applaiine.)

All over the Coast, great areas of good 
land are held out of use, for speculative 
purposes, thereby forcing bona tide settlers 
into places not well adapted for agricul- 
tural purposes at the present time, far re- 
moved from a market and from any chance 
for remunerative employment otherwise; 
therefore, as It Is only natural that "man 
seeks to satisfy his desires with the least 
exertion," our settler, after spending a 
year or two In Isolation, follows the line of 
least resistance and leaving his tiuiirter- 
sectlon vacant, goes to a town where there 
Is some chance of employment, It may be 
a steady job or only an occasional one, 
thereby swelling the ranks of the unem- 
ployed, and at the same time, the pockets 
of the city land-owner, who Is the greatest 
beneficiary under the present system of 
taxation. This, In my opinion, Is the chief 
reason for so many vacant pieces of land 
In the province, except where they are ac- 
tually held for a rise In value. You said In 
that article "that we have a great deal .f 
vacant land''; this Is well known by those 
Interested i» the land question. Kelntlnc 
i2 n !?S e f thls ™ c «"< 'and. there are the 
reports of surveys to be had on application 
at the lands ami works department, sup- 
plemented by unofficial reports, which uinv 
be had In conversation with Intelligent 
prospectors. Quite a lot of the Quest land 
his been surveyed, viz.. on the .Mainland, 
the Neehacn valley (Id townships), the 
Itulkley valley (!) townships), and several 
of the valleys on the ("oast, of which the 
Kltimaat valley Is die principal one; while 
on the Island, there are surveys In Itnpert 
and Savward districts, in addition to which 
there Is a lot of good land on Johnstone 
strait anil between Hardy bnv ami Quut- 
slno inlet, also reports of good land at Kvu- 
quot' sound and the valley of the Kla-anch 
river, running into Nlmpklsh lake. These 
instances might be multiplied, hut are 
BUftlolent to show that the province is not 
over-nopuliltcd. If those interested In the 
question of population will draw a circle 
on the map of British Columbia 100 miles 
In diameter, according to scale, having Its 
centre about (lie middle of the Straits of 
Georgia, on the 4i)tli parallel of latitude, 
they will liud Inside that circle the towns 
and districts containing at least thre 
fourths of the population of the provlnc 
Then compare that small area with the rest 
of the province! We have a population of 
not more than one person to every three 
square miles of land— so that there is room 
for millions without anyone being pushed 
over the edge. Any student of history will 
remember how ancient Peru, under the rule 
of the lncns, sustained a population of 
30.000.000. We have In Ilrillsh Columbia 
similar geographical features, with, how- 
ever, a difference as to climate. Though a 
little less In area. I think. In this age of in- 
vent inns and under Just laws, that our 
province should be able to sustain as many 
people as Peru did under very primitive 
conditions. You say. "If settlers could be 
got on the vacant land, the whole province 
would in' greatly benefitted." There would 
be no "if" In regard to an agricultural 
papulation. If land speculation were done 
away with, for just as soon as you open up 
to actual settlers, the land already held out 
of use by private owners, you will tlnd men 
ready to occupy it. 

If the government, and press are honest 
In their desires to promote the settlement 
of the country, let them Inaugurate and ad- 
vocate something practical to that end. I 
would suggest, as the present land svstent 
Is admitted to be a failure In Inducing set- 
tlement on our agricultural lands, that we 
have a little change In laws governing hind 
tenure. Lot the government select some 
portion of tin' province suitable for agri- 
culture, say the valley of one of our rivers, 
known to have a body of good land, sur- 
vey It into townships, "hen Into sections 
ii ml quarter-sections, which may be further 
subdivided Into pieces as small as ten acres 
or less. In case of town lots. Let the sur- 
veyor mark on each sub-division the utial- 
Itv of tlie land, whether rocky or timber- 
ed, whether Micro Is a stream or water 
power, in short, make a topographical map 
of each section, so that a prospective set- 
tler may go Into the hind ofllce and select 
a place without going to any great expense. 
As. under the present system, the actual 
working settler is discriminated against by 
having to pay at least twice as much taxes 
as I he holder of unoccupied land. I would 
suggest that. In the particular section of 
public land selected, the ordinary system 
of taxation be suspended and In its place, 
charge aL'.ilnst (lie land an annual rent: 
tiiis rent to be the full value, such as would 
he collected by a person In case of renting 
the land to another Individual. No other 
taxes to be Imposed, the rental value to In- 
clude all charges on account of education, 
surveys, roads, bridges and all public ser- 
vices whatever. In short, run It ns a kind 
of crown colony, within the province, un- 
der the supervision of one or more commis- 
sioners. All leases to be granted in per- 
petuity. The section selected should have 
a sen front, with deep water, so that there 
should be no obstruction to ocean trade: 
It should also have an outlet on the hind 
side, so as to give the settlement every ad- 
vantage as regards geographical position, 
and not be, as some settlements are, either 



effective or farther-reaching advertisement 
can the province get? People who might 
doubt special advertisements would utver 
discredit recommendations of personal 
friends. 

Public sentiment against the alienation of 
public lands Is growing, and in Its place the 
leasing system Is advocated. 

The coast lauds will likely be settled bv 
means of small holdings, where, after the 
timber Is cleared oft and the stumps taken 
out. the farmer or fruit growr may get In 
their own special work. 1 might point out 
that the land on the coast, unlit for gener- 
al farming, is. unless all rock, very well 
adapted for growing various standard 
fruits. Under the system advocated above, 
there would be no vacant lots: every man 
would get as near to every other man as 
he could, so as to benellt in every way, 
socially and economically; expenses for pub- 
lie services would therefore be reduced to 
a minimum. 

What I want to Impress upon your read 
ers Is the necessity of better conditions 
than can be obtained elsewhere, then the 
problem or population Is solved. 

Hoping this presentation of the matter 
will be a basis of discussion for those in a 
position to act. and also for others who do 
not appear to appreciate the privileges ac- 
corded bv an obliging press.

GAME PROTECTION, 

Motions PitsSCd at n Meeting Held Hero 
on Thursday. 

A meeting of delegates from the vari 
mis districts wan held in the board ol 
trade room on Thursday. Among thoKi 
preseut were Messrs W. E. Burton nnd 
W. A. Ward, representing Victoria; 
Messrs. E. M. Chuldecott and A. G 
Thyme, representing Vancouver; Mr. F, 
J. Fulton, Kumloops; Meajrs. E. .1. Ooult- 
hard and A. Mnlins, New Westminster; 
1'. E. Ladner, Ladnere, and U. Hulbert, 
Chilliwuck. 

Mr. E. J, Coulthard was elected chair- 
man, and A, G. Thyme, secretary. 

After considerable discussion the fol- 
lowing motions were passed: 

1. This meeting is of tlie opinion that 
the government lie petitioned to appoint 
game wardens to enforce the game laws. 
It would suggest that one provincial or 
head game warden be appointed, capable 
of prosecuting cases, anil who shall have 
power to appoint special wurdeus, and 
shall be paid a good salary and allowed 
actual traveling expenses and provided 
with legal asistancc when necessary, and 
that tlie government make appropriation 
of at least $5,000 per annum to carry 
this out. i 

2. That in order to provide funds to 
meet this expenditure, the government 
enact that u license to carry a gun be im- 
posed on all persons carrying guns, aud 
the fee payable for such license be not, 
less than .$2 for all persons, and further, 
that section 12 of the game act be re- 
pealed." 

o. That the government be petitioned 
to stop tlie sale or purchase of tlie hides 
of moose, caribou, elk or deer." 

"4. That the government, the petitioned 
to prohibit the sale of all game, as de- 
lined in tlie schedule to the game act, 
within the province, except during the. 
month of December." 

"5. That the government ho petitioned 
to make further provision for the destruo- 
tion of coyotes," 

"0. That the. government lie petitioned 
to make tlie close season Cor deer east of 
the Cascades commence on January 1st. 
instead of December 15lh." 

"7. That the government be petitioned 
to enact laws dealing witli fishing in in- 
land waters." 

It -was also decided to form a Provin- 
cial Game Protective Association.

DEATH OF A. C. MUIR. 

Chief Engineer of the Dry Dock Passed 
Away Yesterday Morning. 

Archibald Connell Muir, chief engin- 
eer of tho Esquimau drydock since its 
completion, and government inspector 
during construction, died yesterday morn- 
ing at his residence at tho naval village 
Tho deceased had been ill for somo 
months, paying a visit to California in 
the hope of benefitting his health, but 
-without avail. Mr. Muir was a nntivt, 
of Ayrshire, Scotland u,nd about D5 years 
of age. He came here in 1874, and for 
some time was engineer on the steamer 
Pilot, which was operated on the east 
coast of the island in opposition to the 
late Joseph Spratt's iine of steamers. In 
1S77 he was appointed inspector of tho 
Esquimau drydock, the construction of 
which had just been begun by the Walk- 
em government. After the completion 
of the work he was appointed chief en- 
gineer, which position he held at the timo 
of his death". A wife, four daughters 
and four sons survive. Tho eldest son, 
W. J. Muir, was his father's assistant 
at the drydock. 

Mr. Muir was a pant master of United 
Service Lodge A. F. & A. M., B. & B. ( 
Esquimalt, and tho funeral will take 
place on Sunday at 3 o'clock under the 
nuspices of the order, from the Masonic 
Temple, Douglas street.
